IMPORTANT SURGIOAL OPERATION. 


Wo are informed that a most important 
surgical operation was performed by Dr, 
Wilson, of Stirling, upon a Mrs. Soorr, of 
Rawdon, wlio had xrupture for about a year, 
bat not knowing the nature of it, neglected 
to wear 4 truss, nor did sho feel any incon- 
yenience fromit until the evening of the 
29th of Juno Tast, when sho fell, whilo ran- 
ning after some cattle. Soon aflor retiring 
for rest, she was takon with vomiting, and 
greatipain in the region of rupture, which con- 
tinned. to increase in severity, when early 
next morning Dr. B. S. Wilson, of Stirling, 
was called upon to attend her, When he ar- 
rived he found the ruptnro strangulated ; the 
vometing was incessant, ad the paroxysins 
of pain of a virulent nature. After using all 
the ordinary means to effect reduction, aid 
remaining with her tho greater part of tho 
day, and finding everything ineffectual, tho 
Doctor auzgested an operation, as he thought 
the only chance for her, was death or the 
knife. She objected to an _oporation, saying 
that slio would prefer death.
